by the Canadain Federation of 
Agriculture. 

The resolution got unani- 
mous-support of farmer-dele- 
gates from across Canada 
attending the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Agriculture's annual 
meeting in Saskatoon. 

‘Farmers shipping indust- 
rial milk and cream need a 
rock-bottom net increase of at 
least $2 per hundredweight,”’ 
claims Brockville dairyman 
Keith Matthie. Matthie sits on 
the provincial executive of the 
Ontario Federation of Agricul- 
ture. 4 
“It's no good having to 
stomp and yell to get a price 
increase every time around. 
When farm costs go up, 
returns to farmers should 
automatically follow,’’ says 
OFA executive member Del- 
mer Bennettt. A Foresters 
Falls milk producer, Bennett 
endorsed the meeting's call for 
formula pricing on all indust- 
rial milk. 

“Without formula. pricing, 
we'll see a. repeat of last 
summer. We needed a $1-a- 
hundredweight increase in 
April. Before we got the 
increase it was August, and we 
didn't get the full $1 then. 
That cost us a lot of 
producers.”’ 

Matthie adds, ‘‘It was too 
little, too late. The evidence is 
the. sharp drop in milk 
production during the last 
year, 

The Canadian Federation 
sent telegrams to the appro- 
priate federal cabinet minis- 
ters urging immediate action. 
The telegrams also stress the.

Karate Classes In Full Swing 


Karate was a welcome new 
addition to evening classes at 
Centre Hastings Secondary 
School this year. Over 30 
students are presently enroll- 
ed. 

The school is run by Robert. 
Walther, formerly a branch 
manager of a karate organiza- 
tion in Toronto. He teaches at 
the evening classes and also 
gives private instruction to 
students who want to be 
stronger in karate. The school 
is now open all year around at 
the C.H.S.S. gymnasium and 
new students are welcome any 
time. 

Karate is an art of self- 
defence which started in India 
thousands of years ago, was 
taken to China by Buddhist 
monks, refined there and then 
spread by soldiers and mer- 
chants to Korea, Okinawa and 
Japan, where it was further 
developed: There are various 
styles of karate. In each the 
hands, feet, elbows and knees 
are used in attack and defence 4 
situations. Karate can also be 
beneficial as a sport and as a 
way of exercise. Any person at 
any age can practice karate 
because it is an individual 
exercise not a team sport and 
is therefore ‘geared to one’s 
individual pace. 

The course is divided into 
six stages. At each stage the 
student wears a belt of a 
different colour on his uni- 

form. Beginning studens wear 
the white belt and then 
advance to the yellow, orange, 
green, blue, brown and black 
belts. The student first learns 
good balance and posture, the 
basic hand and leg strikes, 
proper breath control, and a 
sense of discipline and respect 
for his fellow students. On this 
he builds his career like an 
upside down pyramid learning 


increasingly difficult 
techniques and demanding 


more of himself in the control 
over his mind and body. 

The school's first grading 
was held on March 12th to 
determine which — students 
should advance to the yellow 
belt level. The students were 
asked to perform punches, 
blocks, hand strikes, and 
various kicks while standing 
still, then while moving back 
and forth, and finally in 
combinations such as a block 
followed by a counter punch. 
They they were asked to show 
two kata (a set of movements 
always repeated in the same 
sequence against one or more 
imaginary opponents). Spirit, 
determination and a disciplin- 
ed attitude were also marked. 

Outdoor training is a very 
important part of karate and a 
good deal of the classes will be 
held at the farm of Mr. and

It's actually quite simple. 

All you do is accumulate fifteen 
dement points and lose your 
licence for thirty days. Do it again 
and lose your licence for six 
months. 

In this province, it definitely pays 
a driver to score a big fat zero. 
Ontario's demenit point system is 
designed to convince the poor 
driver to drive properly. Dnvers 
who do not improve are then 
taken from the road because 
they're a menace to pedestnans 
and to other drivers. 

But the system is not at all unjust. 
It's aimed at telling the driver 
where he's gone wrong and 
giving him plenty of time to cor- 
rect his faults. 

For instance. When you've 
accumulated six points, you'll be 
notified and urged to improve 
your driving. 

When you've got nine, you'll prob- 
ably be asked to attend a private 
interview and re-do your driving 
test. 

At fifteen points, you'll lose your 
licence for thirty days and drop 
back to seven points. Get fifteen 
again and you won't drive for 

six months.

JACK ELLIS SPEAKS OUT 
FOR FARMERS 


Jack Ellis, M.P, Hastings 
came out strongly in support of 
dairy farmers in a major 
speech in the 
Commons on Friday, March 
22nd. Stressing that the Dairy 
Industry was in danger of 
disappearing completely un- 
less steps wey) taken to 


farmers, Mr. Ellis asked for 
support of the request for a’ 
$2.00 increase in the price of 
industrial milk. 

The speech was made as 
part of a Progres$ive Conserv- 
ative attack on the lack gf a 
dairy policy. 

In his speech, Mr. Ellis 
noted the frightening statistics 
that ‘‘the number of people on 
farms in the Federal Riding of 
Hastings is down to a mere 
five thousand out of a total of 
sixty-five thousand, 

The Member quoted prices 
and percentage increases on 
feed, seed, and twine, some 
showing an increase of over 


200%. ‘Considering the im- 
pact of those price increases, 
is there any wonder that the 


House of| farmers are demanding an 


increase in the price of 
industrial milk,’’ he question- 
ed. 


Mr. Ellis said, ‘‘l am 
Party with regard to agricul- 
ture is also a free enterprise 
policy. It is a policy that 
demands that this government 
ease restrictions on lending to 
farmers of all ages; that will 
allow part-time farmers to 
qualify for farm credit act and 


farm improvement loans. 


In stressing the nécessity of 
insuring the farmer a stable 
price for his products, he said, 
‘“‘we firmly believe that farm- 
ers will produce at the 
maximum if they have some 
assurance that they will not be 
forced out of production 
during peridds of high input 
cost and unstable world 
market conditions.”’ 


. He added, ‘‘we talk about 
energy shortages, and other 
international problems, but 
does anyone have any idea 
what the crisis would be like if 
the housewife in the super- 
market, no matter how much 
money she has in her hands, 
‘cannot purchase enough food. 
This is a very real possibility if 
the farmer is not assisted to 
remain on the land. 1, frankly, 
do not known how to state this 
dread possibility strongly 
enough."’

Drivers 
who do not improve are then 
taken from the road because
